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The President and Congress—Reconciline
tlon Demanded by the Conntry.
From the Herald,

The public sentimuent of the Northern States
bas, we think, heen suiliciently  developed
within the last two months to bring the Presi-
dent nnd Congress 1o reason, relflection, and
harmony on the great iesue of Southern restora-
tion. Excepting the sgingalar political ele-
ments which hold the majority in this metropo-
lis, we have no doubt thel the Constitutional
unwendment now before the States wall
the North from Maine to Californin, It Is uot
whut the radicals want, it is not what the Cop-
perheads want, but it is exactly what 1s wanted
by that great body of the American people
who, with thelr unstinted contributions of men,
m oney, erms, ships, und supplies of all kinds,
put down the late giguntic and fenacious South-
orn Rebellion,

At the beginning of the last session of Con-
grese, the reladons betweon the two department
were of sueh a characler as to justify the con-
clusion that harmonions cosoperation would
prevail between thew, The President, in his
annual message, turned over this business of
Routhern recoustruction to the two Houses,
where it coustitutionally belongs. So far it was
well,  But very coon the Jacobin leaders and
wischiet-makers began in Congress thelr charges
ol usurpiation, treachery, and despotism against
“the wan ut the other end of the avenue,” nad
their s of impeachment nnd thelr warnings
ol the Inte of Chinrles the First,

The Preswlent was naturally provoked, und
very Injudictonsly, we think, in a public speech
or two pald off his accusers in their own coln.
Then, resolved upon eoerclon, they commeuced
and prosecated their experiments ol negro sul-
irnge, Freedmen's Buoreau, ivil Rignts, and
other bills and resolutions, some of which they
failed to carry, some of which he vetoed, and
two of which they cavrled over his veto. Thus
the origingl rupture between Andrew Johunson
and Thaddens stevens was widened into an ap:
parently “‘irrepressible confliet” between the
executive and legizlntive—the law-executing snd
law-muking branches of the Government,

With the passage by o two-thivds voie in ench
house of the Constitutional nmendment cmbrac-
ing the ultimatum of Congress for the restors
tion of the excluded Boudhern Suates, this cons
flivt between President and Congress should
have ended, The President should have ae
cepted the smendment us o wessure constitn-
tionally completed s0 fur ns Congress wos oot
cerncd, He 80 recogmzed it in submittine it to
the stutes, throuch the Seeretury of Biaie, 80
that in carrying velore the people the gaestion
between as policy and the policy of Congress,
it wae rimply npon the coxpedisucy ot this
amendment, Tt I8 uob o Jacobln mensure—ihe
objectionnbie radical seotlon origingily put in
wis siricken out, and the umendment wns
passed withont i, against the remonstrances ol
such radical leaders as Steviens and Sumner,

Subsequeat events have shown that the 1'rosi-
dent made d wistake in not acecepting this
amendment, so pussed, a8 oo end of bis conflict
with Congress. Unlortunately, 100, wetead of
elosing, he has still tarther widened the breanh
in the speeches of his late pilgrimage to Chi-
engo, in honor of the memory of 4 wman whom
neither monuments nor Presidential pilgrimages
cin rajge above the enlibre of a goheming and
diseppointed politicinn,  Io this execursion th
President’s deaunciations ol Congress have fur-
nlshed plausible excusges for more violent de-
nunciations ngninst bimsell by meliesl orators
and orgons over the length aod breadil of the
lund, to the senndal of our popular syatem of
Government abroad and to the morafication of
the great body of the Americin people of il
parhes,

surely we have had snough of this. As he-
tween the Prosident and Congres: the hatchet
ought 1o be bued, aud po better basis of
treaty of peace oun be devised than this Con-
stitufionn! amendment, Let the President. then.
use his influenes South in aecuring the immedinte

President Jolnson, frirly represonting the
septiment of the yanguizhers, the men who
elected him for the purpose of carrying out thoir
views and principles, wnsisied, ns another conth-
tion logieal to the result of the war, thiat the
Rebel States ¢hould, In the most formal manner,
repudiate the Rebel debt. He hwd no mght to
ineiet on this condition vnder auy copstitntional
cinuse or provision whatever, He agsumed the
riehit 4 i congqueror, or ns one representing the
conguerors, in o strogele in which the vin-
quighed had ntterly waived and repudiated all
tousatitntional provisions, twvorable to them-
selves or otherwise,

In doing thiz, he without doubt expredoed his
constitutional powers as Predident,  He should
haye called toget her the co-ordinate branehes ol
Government, and have submitted to them the
whole gquestion 01 “reconstroction.”  He bad no
more right, directly or indivectly, thiough his
Neeretary of State, to dietat® terms to the Rebels,
except i hisanilitary capacity as Commasnder-
inClhilel of the forces, thivh the meanest citigen
in the land, At time he recognized the
Inet, wind told the Rebel Stawes that toe matler
O their “restoration must be subjeet to the de-
tisjon of iy

Such being the cpso, Congross
been convened, DBat it wis
nary course, and, after a perod woich many
deem to hoave been vonecessarily long, bnt
which history may not adjudze to nave been too
long, considering the gravity and diflieulty ot
the guestion betore 1, formally, and in the shape
of a Constitutionul amendment, prescribed the
conditions on which it thoueht proper the *'re-
~toration,” wlich Presldent Johnson declared
ttn;}' ;I]nllt' bad o right to graat, should be con-
ceded,

This amendment declares, first, that all per-
sons horn or naluralized o the Unlted States
ure citizens rhereol, entitled to all the privi-
legos ond immumties of eitizens, which no Stale
con nbrldee without due process ot lnw, Second,
that representation shall be apportioned secord-
imiz to the number ol voters in the States. Third,
thut no person baving held an otlice of trust
and honor uwnaer the Confedernte States, and
taken an oath of fenlty to the same, shal) be
|'l.pl|,|i‘ pe elector of Predddent or Viee-Presi-
dent, or agnin hold u Federsl oilice, unless by
wuthority of two-thirds of esch House of Con-
pgress; und finnlly, that the publie debt of the
United States, incurred in suppressing the Re-
belpon, shall not be repudiatedd; or the obligy-
tions of the late lnsareent States recoenlzed,

By neeepting these simple, just, and modernte
condittons—the first, neccessury Lo the protec-
tion of the emancipatod sluves; the second, re-
quisite to “punish treason and make it oldions;”
the thivd, 1o secure 1o loyal voters thetr rightful
veice in the Government: and the fourth, 1o put
the nationa! rredit beyond cavil—by sccepting
these, the latoly Il('bvi‘ States ecan come back
into the Union in full tellowship, Never did
conyueror concede condittons so  generous,
Never wag orime condoned so lHehtly, Never
wiis prodigal offersd admission to the home he
had deserted and sttempted to desolate on terms
SO CUSY.

In proposing them, Congress did not yield to
the peree, mnplseable, and almost malignant
gpirit of the President, who would have mude
every Rebel a pavper, and turned him out in
the world & begear. Aciuated by a lofty and
Lumble gpirit, they wounld sunply debar the vio-
lator of oue oath from the opportunity of bhreak-
ing another; the betrayer of one trast from the
chance vt betraying snother; the men who
sought to desiroy the country from obtaining
addltronal power through their crime, to oe
necd, perhape, in diserediting the national talth.

The amendments came from Congress in due
und constitutional form, and are takine the
course prescribed by the Constitution, The
President, who had again and again, in forms
more violent far than those proposed by Con-
jgress, insisted on preciseiy the ssme conditions,
now places hims=ell 1 open hostility to the
nction of Congress, He denies the right of the
nation to reap the logical resuits of the war.
And s Couvention, ealled in bis interest, meet-
ing in Philadelphia, propounds the sstounding
doctrine that thoge engaging in rebellion lost
none of their rights o copsequence, aud that
the sole punishment ot tealtors is the fatlure of
their treason ! 1o other words, that the attempt
to subvert the Government, through blood and
slaughter, s o mere venal oflense, entailing no
digabilities, and way be venewed with impunity
until suceessful, According to this dooirine, a
membar ol & household muy disconnect himsell
from it ot pleasure, assail s members, und
essay 10 burn down the common mansion: but,
fulling, hus 4 peafect vight to rewarn, demnnd
!l his former privileges, the protection of the
common roof, aud ymmunity from the conse
quences of his conduet, vptll opportunity offers
tor another snd perbaps more successful attempt
at digraption apd arson !

Tu other words, no branch of
ment has o right to fmpose 0 swogle condition
on the Intely hwsurgent Stated, nor can all ite
branehes prescnibi 4 gingle requisite to thelr
perféct resumption of all the powers and privi
leges they possessed before the war., Aceord-
ing to thhs doctrine, their Senntors upd Repre-
sentatives have the right to walk wnto the halls
of Congress and resume thelr seuts, precisely as

By what right, then, did Yhe Preaident himsell
impose conditions precedent on them?

‘hen have they presented themselyas in the
persons of loysl representatives at the doors
of Congress! Why Georgis came with the
Vice President of the Rebel Confedernoy ns its
loyal representative, while stannch lovaiista
hike Joshua Hill were treated with neglect and
seorn !

The guestion before the people is distinet and
pluin.
